The changes re­ 
flect our changing way of life. 
W hen the 4-H program was 
started in Delta County club 
members very seldom had 
a 
chance to become acquainted 
with other members living only 
a few miles down the road in 
a neighboring community. The

in

members to complete require­ 
ments of a given project. Em ­ 
phasis was placed on the pro­ 
ject, in fact the whole program 
dealt with projects and very 
little else.

to strictly agriculture 
and home making. The common 
projects were dairy, potatoes, 
vegetable gardening, and han­ 
dicraft for boys; sewing, can­ 
ning. and cooking for girls. 
As 4-H club work grew and 
« more experience gathered, new 
things were added to the pro­ 
gram. The camping experience 
was one of the first additions 
to the program. This gave boys 
and girls an opportunity to ex- 
I change ideas and to enter into 
; competition 
contests. 
Judging 
I products and giving demonstra­ 
tions on approved methods of 
doing things were a part of the 
program in 4-H camps, 
i 
W ith modern transportation 


and 
consolidation 
of 
schools, 
changes had to be made in the 
4-H 
program. 
W e 
now 
had 
youngsters with a wider range 
of interests. As a result sever­ 
al projects in conservation and 
forestry were added, also pro­ 
jects in fam ily living. 
Following W orld W ar II an­ 
other look was taken at the 
overall 4-H program. Change 
was made to place more em­ 
phasis on citizenship and less 
emphasis on the project. The 
project is now’ a part of the 
total program along with many 
other experiences. 
The 
4-H 
program with its 
broad aspects now serves youth 
regardless of where they live. 
It no longer is a youth pro­ 
gram for rural boys and girls. 
The Delta 4-H program has 
1,000 boys and girls enrolled as 
members, plus 175 adult lead­ 
ers and 80 junior leaders. It has 
grown steadily in enrollment, 
from 700 youth in 1962 to 750 
in 1963. It is now’ engaged in 
its fall and winter program of 
projects,

For “a great deal of misinformation disseminated 
to a worldwide audience” by the press, radio and tcle­ 
vis ion, the commission criticized police and press alike. 
This criticism is proper, but it will be idle unless the 
public takes to heart its implications. Apaid from the 
factual errors, which may have resulted from hasty 
efforts to explain the assassination before it bad been 
unraveled, there were the elements of very bad taste, 
which led directly to the exposure of Oswald to a crowd 
and his slaving by Jack Ruby. 
The public sets the standard for reporting by its 
patronage to a degree and public prurience penal)/es 
the units of the mass media which lead the effort tor 
the ethical standards recommended by tin* Warren Com­ 
mission.
